The Fanaticel Party, who let no occaſion flip, to promove their De- 
ſigns, and to diſturb the ſettled Government , did at this time, uſe all 
their endeavours, to have as many of thoſe infected with their principles, 
eleted Commillioners for the Parliament, as the little power and Intereſt 


T HE King's m_ having, on certain great conſiderations , 


- they had in the Nation could procure , and even where they could not 


hope to ſucceed, they had the inſolence to attempt, thereby purſuing cloſ- 
ly what they conſtantly deſign, that is, pertinaciouſly to diſturb, where 
they cannot alter, and to found a Reputation to their Party, by much noiſe, 
though to little purpole. | 

At the time of meeting of the Parliament, their firſt conſult was to ſtrick 
at the Hcad, and by invading the Right of the Monarchy , to pull it down 
ſo far, as to have the King, inthe Perſon of His Commillioner, ſubjected 
to the ſame Rules and Inquiſirions, with other ſubordinat Members. The 
King by His Laws , having preſcribed Rules to thoſe who Serve Him 1n 
that Great Court, and Council : They, according to the Laws of their 
Leagues and Covenants, propoſe that the Parliament ſhould preſcribe the 
{ame to the King, conſonant enough to their beloved Deſign of Co ordi- 
nation in Power, Had this ſucceeded, they with this one Blow, had over- 
thrown the Parlizment, by laying the Commiſſioner aſide : But as men 
oft-times deſign bold Treaſons with abundance of Reſolution, yet axe 
ſrighted from the Execution, by the danger, as well as uglineſs of the 
Crime, So this inſolent Reſvlution dar?d not ſhew its Face, - being ſtrangd 
by their own Fears, And ſeeing they could not diſſolve the Parliament , 
they, in the next place, reſoly*d to diſappoint the Deſign of it ; and indeed, 
if the maintaining of an unjuſt Intereſt could warrand the attion, they had 
rea{0n ſo todo : For the Fanatical-P arty having,by their own great induſtry, 
and the ſupine negllgcate ( to ſay no worſe) of theſe Truſted by the King, 
to ſupprels them, not only kept up, bur encreaſed their pernicious Brood ; 
Sothat they began to appear formidable, both to the King and the Coun- 
trey: and oneof their great Hopes, whereby their Party increaſed, being 
founded on the ſhort continuance of the Supply granted by the Nation, for 
maintaining the Forces, they could little doubr, but that all Loyal Sub- 
jeRs would not only continue, but alſo further augment them , rather 
then leave the Seditious, in acapacity todiſturb the Government, There» 
fore, as a neceſſary expedient to preſerve . Fanaticiſm, they reſolved by all 
pollible means, to hinder any continuation of the Supplie, But they 
ſoon found, that the Votes of their Party bad neither number nor weight. 

Theſe well-natur'd Subjects, finding that they could not diſappoint, 
thought it convenient to perplex ; and fince they could not do what they 
would, they reſoly*d to do all they could. And albeitthe late Earl of Argile, 
and ſome others, who were under too great obligations to the King's Ma- 
jety, and His Royal-Higbneſi, to appear on the (ide of their Friends in the 
goodold Cauſe; whilſt the oppoſition was ſo bare-fac*d, and the hope of 
ivcceſs {0 little, Yet leſt their little Flock ſhould be diſcouraged, they be- 


gall 
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gan then to animat them the more cloſe, and (asthey thought) undiſcern'd 
methods, And now the Cauſe being in an apparent decay, they labour®d to 
refreſh it, with its firſt milk, the Pretence of Religion, - 

Whereſore a new Security for Religion was propoſed 3 And albeit our 
I aws had formerly provided, what wag neceſſary for this; yet ir could not 
be expected that thoſe, who aimed at- debate for Religion, ſhould reſt-ſa- 
tisfied with v. hat ſettled it, So- the Dodtrine of the Church, the Canons 
of Councils, and the Laws of the Kingdom being all lookt upon as no- 
thing : Argyle, SIr Fohn Cochran, Salton, the Earl of Tarras, Philiphaugh, 
Stairs, Gallowſheils, and others of that Crew, would needs provide a greater 
ſecurity thantheſe afforded ; and indeed it was congruons for choſe who 
weretainted with new DoCctrines, to defirenew San{tions: For thisend they 
preſſed a Committee, for drawing an Act to ſecure the' Proteſtant Religion, 
which was no ſooner propoſed then granted; accordingly a Committee was 
appointed, conſiſting tor rhe moſt part of Weſt-countrey men, who upon 
ſhort deliberation prepared a long At, whichat its firit 4ppearance in the 
Articles, was ſoon diſcerned to be an Invaſion upon the Prerogative, un- 
der the name of a Defence for Relizion, and not to have many more Lines 
than Incroatchments npon the Royal Right : whereupon it was rejected ; 
and in place of ita general and plain Ratification of all the former good 
Laws, which had palt for ſecurity of the Proteſtant Religion, was drawn, 
2pproven, and acquieſced in, by the Parliament, But Fanaticks are not 
of a temper to give over, for notwithſtanding of this good Law, Murmur- 
ings weie heard, Clamors were raiſed, and open Proteſtations were made 
for f.rther ſecurity in Religion, Wherefore a new Committee was ap- 
pointed, for preparing an Act to be drawn from the propoſals for that 
end, The Party which clamored for 'the Proteſtant Religion ( but in 
effeft intending good Oſhces to the Fanatical party) did ſcek after what 
conduc*d to their by-ends, which as they were eaſily diſcovered, were as 
{con rejefted : Argyle, Sir John Cochran, the Earl of Tarras, Stairs, Phi- 
liphangh, Gallowſhiels , and their adherents fall at laſt on an expedient, as 
they thought inſuperable by the Kings Servants, and which would force 
them on the Dilemma of oppoſing Religion, or the Soveraignity, 

[n the firſt Year and Parliament of King Fames the ſixth, when the dif- 
ferences betwixt Queen Mary and many of the Nobility were in their great- 
cſt hight, and ſhe :orc*d to reſign her Government, being a Priſoner ; there 
were ſeveral Acts paſt in that, and ſome ſubſequent Parliaments , which 
ircroached on the Prerogatives of the Crown, the King being then an In- 
fant ; and amonegſt others, that wherein the Confeſſion of Faith was inſert, 
had in it ſeveral Clauſes altogether extrinſick toa Confeſi» of Faith, for 
which that A@ by its Title was chiefly deſign'd : And rho theſe Acts and 
Clanſes which derogated from the Rights of che Crown, were often re- 
ſcinded, or corrected , and the Prerogative fully vindicated in many fuc- 
cceding Parliaments : yet theſe who intended more diſturbance to the 
S:ate, nor ſecurity for Religion, took occaſion after their other Propoſals 
were rejected, to offer the renewing of the ſaid Act of the firſt Parliament 
of King Fames the ſixth, as an expedient for ſecuring the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, asit is there profeſs?d ; concluding, that if that Ac were renewed, it 
would derogate from the peſterior Laws, which correfted what related to 
the Prerogative z or if the renewing of it were refus*d, they might take oc- 
czſton from that refuſal, to impoſe on the People, that the Kings Commifh 
ſioner and the Parliament defign'd not the ſecurity of the Proteſtant Religi- 
on : But the Parliament defeated both theſe Projets, by taking into the 
Teſt not that Act, but the Proteſtant Religion contained in it z for the Par- 
liament was far from reviving, much leſs for inſerting in the Teſt any part of 
thar Act, which did incroach on the Royal Prerogatiye, the Epitcopal 
. Government , and Policy, or whatever was extrinſick , or contzadictory 
to the Proteſtant Religion contained in it, | 


This 
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This, as all other diſappointments , incited rage in thoſe who reſolve1 
not to be fatished ; and thoſe pretended patrons of tlie Proteſtant Reli- 
gion, will overturnit, and tear the ſecureſt Teſt that conld be made tor it, 
rather then permit, that Monarchy and it ſhould ſtand together ; and find- 
ing that this Teſt, as it did abſolutely fecure the Proteſtant Religion, 6 
in juſt conſequence thereof, it knocked Fanaticiſm on the head : There- 
ſore to work they fall: againſt it, with allthe force of their imaginations; - 
and none appeared more violent then thoſe who formally with undiſcreer 
violence had preſsd it, whilſt they hop'd to invenomit, with a mixture 
of the poiſon of the Covenant, But *mongſtthem all, none ated with more 
induſtry, or more malice, then the late Earl of Argilte, who being by Edu- 
cation and Choice ſuſhciently Fanatical, yet having diſſembled ic for a while, 
thereby to keep himſelf in the Government, and to draw it to a concur- 
rence in his particular deſigns, and oppreſſions , whereby he kept a great 
Eftate, defrauding all Creditors, and bringing many Familicsto beggary ; 
he found this Parliament pry a little into theſe Myſteries, for they having 
made ſome motion in doing right to the Earls of Errol, Mariſchal and 
Strathmore, whoſe Eſtates were expoſed for Argiles Dcbt, whilſt he en- 
joy*d his own Eſtate, without owninga relief to them : Therefore, albsic 
in the beginning of the Parliament, he profeſſed a feryour for carrying, oa 
of the King's Service, yet (his zeal tothe Old Cauſe, being prick?d on by 
this Invaſion of his new Right) in the courſe of it, none was fo ative, or 
uſed more indirect ways to diſappoint it, 

Bat being over-power*d by the Loyal Members, who were Ten to One 
of the diſaffected ; albeit he, and other Sticklers, were allowed to word 
the Teſt at their pleaſure, and did accordingly add to it all thoſe Clau- 
ſes which ſince hath given pretences of ſcruple to many who have refuſed 
it; yet no ſooner was the Seſſion of Parliament adjourned ; but the ſaid late 
Argile induſtriouſly, ficlt at Edinburgh, and afterward in traverſing ſeveral 
Shires, did inſinuate all the prejudices he could deviſe againſt the Tenor of 
the Teſt : Thereby endeavouring ( and not without ſome ſucceſs ) to 
increaſe the diſſatished Party, and fit the Nation the more for Cumbulti- 
on: So paſling home to the Shires of Argi/e, and Tarber, he fix*'d the 
Clergy and Lairy thereof in theſe ſeditious Sentiments, Thereafter he re- 
turns to Edinburgh, giving it out openly, that he would not take the Teſt ; 
but to make his refuſal the more malicious, propoſes to his Royal High- 
neſs, and thoſe of the Government, that he might be allowed to take it 
with his own Explanation, which Expoſition he putin Writ, and diſper- 
ſed it; being of that Tenor and Contryvance, as to caſt all the Obligati- 
ons therein looſe, making his Fancy the rule of his Religion, and his own 
_— = ſtandard of his Allegeance, according to which he was only to 
ty himſelf. 

His Majeſties Commiſſioner, and the Council, being well informed of his 
ſeditious Carriage, bothin City, and Countrey, and fully confirmed in their 
Judgments, of his malicious Deſign in this his Paraphraſe on the Teſt; and 
finding that thereby he had not only perverted the Senſe of his Majeſties 
Laws, contrary to their trae Meaning and Intention; but that he had en- 
deavoured to ſhake the People looſe from their Allegeance, and make alt 
Obligetions thereto illuſory : and that by theſe Methods, he did with bold- 
neſs and impudence, found a Schiſm in the Church, and Fa@tion in the 
State, publickly owning them in the face of Council : On which grounds 
he was molt juſtly parſued by the Kings Adyocat, before the Soveraign 
Juſtice Court, and thereby Learn'd Judges, and a Jury, not only of hiz 
Peers, but many of them his neareſt Relations , his Accuſation was found 
releyantand proven, and judged a ſufficient ground to infer the Pains appoint- 
ed by Law tor Treaſon, | 

Albejt his Father had been dne of the moſt obſtinate ; and mdſt- perni- 

B 
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cious Rebels againſt - the Royal Family, and that he himſeli kai! been 
educated in theſe Principles, and had entered early into thole Prattices : 
and albeit it be notourly.known, that his private Diſcontents and Debates 
againſt his Father, and the penury to which thoſe had reduced him, were 
the Motives which made him joyn with Ad4lteton inthe Hills, bringing no 
Power with him tothat Army, and acling as little in it z but by aſſuming the 
Honour of what was acted by Mcxaughton : and that at laſt he was inſtru- 
mental to break that Party by Faction; which though this was clearly dil- 
cerned by Middleton at the time, yet he judged fit to diflemble it, both tor 
encouraging the High-landers, and giving reputation to His Majefties At- 
fairs, upon which account alſo at Aryiles, then Lord Lorn's earneſt ſuit «he 
did give Teſtificates to him of his own wording, which thoſe of undoubted 
Loyalty did not _—_— and indeed were only uſeful to ſuch whoſe Actions 
and Principles needed vindication ; yet under pretence of thele, together 
with the great Aſſiſtance of the Duke of Lazderdsil, having attained to ſo 
immenſe Donatives from His Majefty both in Eſtate and Dignity, it was not 
caſie to believe, he ſhould retain thet hereditary Malignity, at leaſt ro ſuch 
a degree as to become an open Rebel ; but the Ethiopian caunvt change his 
Skinz for albeit the Kings Majeſty, and his Rvyal Highneſs were lo tar 
from any reſolution of taking his life , that he was allowed all free- 
dom in Priſon ,- even after he was found Guilty ; and that no fur- 
ther prejudice was deſign'd to him, than to take from him thoſe Juriſ- 
dictions and Superiorities, which he and his Predeceſlors had ſurreptiuiout. 
ly acquired ; and wereuſed by him and them to deſtroy many honeſt and co11- 
fiderable Familes, ſometimes by ſtretches of Law, and. at other tunes by 
Violence and Force, but always under - ſhelter and pretence of thele Jurit- 
dictions: And that ſome reparation might have been made to his jult Cre- 
ditors, and ſome Donatives to thoſe, whom he and his Father had 1ormerly 
rob*d and deſtroy*d, fortheir Fidelity and Loyalty to their King : And 
the Swuper-plus (if any were) was intended for -his'Lady and Chuldren ; 
which was the hight of Clemency, there being indeed more Debt upon the 
Eſtate then the whole of its value}: Yer being, more -conſcious of his own 
Guilt then his Prince did apprehend, he dar'd not rely upon that Clemency, 
whereof he had taſted ſo plentifully ;' but abuſing the tavour of his open 
Impriſonment, for: verifying of his other Crimes, he added this one, of 
breaking the Priſon, and flying from the Laws. 

No King bur ours could after all this think of favouring his Family , but 
His Majeſty will net. only favour but reſtore, ' and before it was known that 
the late, Argile had, more Debt then Eftate, in a Royal Largeſe, He pitts 
more to his Childrenby thrice thegtheir Father could lawfully give them, 
had he never been Forfaulc, (See 

Could it have been thought that any Chriſtian, or Gentleman, could have 
been guilty of Ungratitude to ſo begign and bountiful a Prince ; and yet thar 
the Jate Earl of Argile, did after the receiving; ſo/many Favours, and the 
profeſſion and boaſting of ſo- much:Loyalty 3 not only enter in a horrid Con- 
ſpicacy for riſing in Arms, but gave at: leaſt courage by his bold Underta- 
kings to thoſe whq conſpir*d the, murther of His Sacred Majefty,. and his 
Royal Higbneſs ;, and this Conſpiracy does demonſtrate what was his mean» 
ing in that Paraphraſe upon the'Teſt, which Fools and Knavyes have juſtified 
asvery Loyal and Orthodox. ; | bis

Burgeſs of Dxunbartoun there was an Oath taken of himto be true to the 
King, andthe preſent Government, as1t is eftabliſhed ; and upon the De- 
ponents refuſal to comply with him in the ſaid Voyage, he gor the Ships 
Company upon his ſide,*who beat and abuſed the Deponent ; and having 
gone from that to Norway, he behoved to ſuffer all the Voyage there be- 
ing no Joſtice in theſe remote-Places where he came to, from which, be- 
ing upon their Voyage to AHlland, the Shipwas by Providenee caſt away, 
for which they blam*d the Deponent, as having don2 the-ſame wilfally.

| A Lexander Gordon being further interrogate upon the Interrogators

For all that\he underſtood was pretended for the ground of any deſigns of 
Arms, was the defence of the Proteſtant Religion, the Liberties of the King-

Theſe foregoing Letters are exaCtly ſet down, both ſuch as were in 
Cypher, and theſe in plain Letter, all written with Argiles own hand

phers, and other ways of opening, perfe(tly agreeing both in the Senſe 
and deſign, with the triple Alphabet, the Key ot Words, and the method 
before narrated. 


There was alſo ( beſides theſe) ſeveral other Letters, both in Cypher 
and plain Writ found with Major Holms ; all of them, as in a Chain, 
knitting together the undenyable Evidences of this Helliſh Machination ;

all, except thoſe of invincible obſtinacy, it was-not thought fir ro buc- 
den the Reader. or incumber this ſhort Narrative with more of thcm.

finding that Mr. William Carftares, one of the Prifoners ſent down 
from Exglznd, was not only frequently mentior'd in ſeveral of Argiles Let- 
ters, but related to inthem as one of the principal Agents in thele Aﬀairs ;

both in Mr. Carftares and Mr. Spence: This man albeit he was not caſily 
brought to confeſs, yet once- brought to it, ſeem*d very ingenuous, And 
what he depoſed at ſeveral times, is inſert to a word in his Depolition ; 
which isnot here inſert, to evite prolixity, being at full ſet dowa in Fer- 
viſweods Proceſs hereto ſubjoyned, pag. 23. 

Every ſtep diſcovering anew Scene of Treaſon, the Secret Committee 
did order the apprehending of Potwart, Torwoodlie, Philiphaugh , Galow=

Theſe Depoſitions and Teſtimonies both in England and Scotland con. 
curting to bringamanitcſt Guilt on Baillie of Ferziſwcod, as one of the moſt 
active and violent in theſe Conſpiracies, whereby he did deſign with all 
poſlible rigour, and imaginable violence, to deltroy the ſacred Perſon of 
His Majeſty, and His Royal Brother. to overturn the Monarchical Govern- 
ment of Britain, to deſtroy our eſtabliſhed Religion, the Property and 
Liberty of all Subjects, to ſettle all the Power in the hands of Bloody and 

anatical Aſlaſſinats, to break off the happy Peace and Tranquility where-

faint Defences of the Lord Ruſſe! and Collonel Si4xey, with the open Pre-

0. God, reipect and regard to His Majelties Authority and Laws; and 
Laving concrived molt unjuitly, a great and extraordinary malice and 
lizitcd againlt His Majeſties Perſon anti Government, and having deſigned 
mot Trawroilly to debar His Royal Highneſs, His Majclties ovly Brother, 
from His duc Rizhr of Succeſſion, did amongſt many other Traiterous 
Ads, tending to promove that wicked Delign, endeavour to get himfelt 
Elected: one 0{ the Commillioners for Negotiating the icttlement of a Co- 
lony of ahis Nation in Caroli»a, in one or other of the days of the 
Moneths of Jaruary, Febrnary, March, April, or M.y, One thouſand {ix 
hundred and eighty three years , and that he might thereby have tae ireer 
and better accels to Treat with the Earls of Shaftsbury aud Efſex, the Lord

And that if the Scors woutd attempt any 
ting (or their own relief, they would get aſſiſtance of Horſe from Eng- 
land; and from that mecting, he or anc, or other of them did ſend down 
Mr. Robert Martin to prevent any ryling, till it ſhould be ſcaſcnable for 
carying on of their Deligns, which Mr. Robert, after he came to Scotland, 
did treat with P2/wart and others, for carying on of the faid Rebellion, 
by ſecuring H:s Majeſtics Oflicers of State, His Caſtles and Forces, and by 
putting his Correſpoadents here, and there Aſſociates, inreadincls, to afliſt 
the lat2 Earl of Argy/ez and after the faid Mr, Baillie had engadged many 
of his Countrey-men in E e/azd, and had aſlired his Corceſpondants here, 
that the Engliſh were reſolved to ſeclad his Royal- Highneſs from his due 
rizht of Succcllion, thereby to cncourage them to concur in the ſaid Rebel- 
lion, and Excluſion, he flew to that hight, that he did particularly 
and clolly correſpond with Mr, Rubert Ferguſon , Sir Thoms Armſtrong , 
Coiloncl Rumſcuy, and Walcat, who were acccllory to that horrid 
part of the Conſpiracy, which was deligaed againſt the facred Lite of His 
Majelty, and the Lite of His Rojal-Highneſs, and did fir vp leyeral nizhrs

\ Fter reading of the Inditement} the Lord Jaſtice General required 
the Pannal to make anſiver thereto. 
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Thie faid Mr, Robert Baillie Pannal pleaded not Guilty, 

R. IJValter Pringle Advocat, as Procurator for the ſaid Mr, Robert 
M Bailie of Jerviſwood Panual, alleadges that he ought not to pals, 
ro the knowledge of an Aſlize; becauſe he had not got a Citation upon 
tyttcen days, or at lealt on a competent time, which is uſual, and ablo- 
lutcly neccſlar in all Actions, and much more in Criminal Purluits, eſpeci- 
ally, ſcing, if a competcnttime be not allowed to the Pannal, he is pre- 
cladit of the benefit of ane exculpation, without which he cannot prove his 
Objections againſt Witneſſes, or Allyzers, or any - other Legal, or 
competent Defences ; And by the late Act of Parliament concer- 
ning the TJullice Court , all Pannalls are allowed to raiſe Precepts 
of Exculpation, and thereupon to cite Witneſſes , for proving the 
Objections againſt Witneſſes, and Aſlyzers , which neceſſarily- pre- 
ſuppoſeth , that a competent time nwſt ' be allowed ro the PannaÞP 
to execut his diligence, or otherwiſe, how is it poſſible-he can prove 
an Defence of alibi, or any other juſt Deience : and as this-is moſt conſo- 
nant to that clear Act of Parliament, and to material Juſtice, and to the 
Rules of Humanity, ſo this point has been already fully and often decided, 
and lately in the cate of one Robertſon in Faly 1673. The Inſtance where- 
of, is given by His Majeſties Advocat in his Book of Criminals, and Title 
of Libels, where the Lords found, that albeit Robertſo» got his Indite- 
ment in Priſon, yet he behoved to pet it upon fiftcen daycs. 


I $ Majeſties Advocat oppons the conſtant Tra of Deciſions, 
| whereby it is found, thata perſon Incarceratcd may be T rycd upon 
twenty four houres ; and the late ACt of Parliament is only in the calc 
where a Summons or Lihel is tobe Raiſed; hut hcre there is no Libel or 
Sammons, but only an Inditement, nor was any Exculpation fought in 
this caſe, before the Trya!, which is the caſe provided for by the Act 
of Parhament, 


He Lords, Juſtice-General, Juſtice. Clerk , -and Commiſ- 
ſioners of ſuſticiary , Repell the Defence, in reſpe& the 
Pannal is a Priſoner, and that it has becn the conſtant 
Cuſtom of the Court, and that the Pannal made no for» 
mer application for an Exculpation. 


\ TR Patrick Hume for the Pannal, alleadges (alwas denying the Libel, 
g and whole Members, and Qualifications rhereof ) that in ſo far as 
the Libel is founded upon Harbouring, maintaining, and Intercommuning 
with the perſons mentioned in the Dittay, the Pannal ought to be aſſoyl- 
zied, becauſe it is res baenus judicata, he having been formerly purſued 
before the Lords of his Majeſties Privy Council for the ſame Crimes, and 
Fined in an conſiderable Sum ; and therefore that Crime cannot now te 
made uſe of as a ground of Treaſon againlt the Pannal. 


I'S Majeſties Advocat anſwers, That he Reſtrits his Libel, to the 
H Pannals entering in a Conſpiracy, for raiſing Rebellion, and for 
procuring Money to be ſent to the Late Earl of Argile, for carrying on 
the ſaid-Rebellion; and for concealing, and not revealing ; ncither of 
which is referred to his Oath ; and conſequently was not res judicare, there 
being nothing referred to his Oath ; but his Converſe and Correſpon- 
dence with ſome Miniſters, and others within the Kingdom, and his own 
Gardiner, and his Writing Lettersto my Lord Argile ; and oppons the 

Decreet 
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Dccet of Council it feli, and reftrits the Libel to all the Crimzs not 
in/iſted on in the Decreet, 


Ir Patrick Hume Replyes, That asto.th2 Correſponding with the late 
Earl of A4vgile, at any time diate his Foreiaulture, was expreily pro- 
oned as an Interrogator to the Pannal in that Puriuic, at His Majetties 
Advocat's Taſtance againit-him, before the Lords of His Majclties Privy 
Conncil, and that pot only hisown Corre(poadence by himfelt; but atio by 
Major Holms, Mr, Carſtares, Robert Weſt, Thomas Sh:pherd, Richard Rum- 
bold, and Collonel Rumſay, as the Interrogator bears, as appears by a 
double-of the A of Council, written by the Clerk of Councils Seryant, 
and is offered to be proven by my Lord Advocats Oath : And as to any 
Correſpondency with Mr, Veitch, itis not Relevant, ſince he was not Dz- 


clared Rebel. 


Ir Jobx Lauder for his MajeſtiesIntereft, anſwers, That he oppons the 
ecreet of Privy Council, whereno ſuch Interrogaror was put to the 
Pannal, and the Decreet muſt make more Faith than any pretended Scro!!, 
and cannot be taken away by His Majelties Advocats Oath,' to His. Ma- 
jeſties prejudice; and for Mr. William Veitch , he ſtands expreſly Fore- 
fanſt in anno 1667, and the Doom of Forcfaulture , is Ratified in the 


Parliament 1669. 


IR Patrick Hume oppons the Reply, That as to the Correſponding with 
Mr. Veitch, it doesnot appear, that: he is the perſon mentioned in 
the Act of Parliament 3 and albeit he were, as he is not, he having there- 
aſter come home to Scotland, all the puniſhment inflifted upon him 
was Baniſhment, not to return under the pain of Death, which did take 
off any former Puniſhment ; and it was no Crime in any Perſon to Inter- 
commune with him, eſpecially in another Kingdom ; and by the late Act 
of Council in axzo 1683. Eventhe Converſing, and Intercommuning with 
declared Traitors, is reſtricted to an Arbitrary puniſhment. 


Is Majeſties Advocat oppons the ſtanding Doom of Forefaulture 
againſt Veitch, and the Proclamation, or Act of Council it (elf. 


THe Lords , Juſtice-General , Juſtice-Clerk, and Commiſſioners of 

Juſticiary, having conſidered the Libel, purſued by His Majeſties 
Advocat, againſt Mr. Robert Baille of ag. with my Lord Advo.

T Is Majcſties Advocat for Probation adduced the \Vitnelles and Writs 
aftermentioned ; and lirſt, 
Walter Earl of Tarras. 


Ir Patrick Hume Procurator for the Pannal, objects againſt the Earl of 
Tarras, that he cannot be a Witneſs, becauſe he is ſicins & particeps, 
criminis ,, and it is clear by the 34. Chap. Stat, 2.. Rob, 1, Concerning 
theſe thae are excluded from bearing of Teſtimony that ſoc:j & participes 
ejuſdem criminis , vel incarcerati & vineulati, cannot bear Teſtimory : As 
alſo, the Earl of Tarres © being preſently under an Inditement of High 
Treaſon, and- under the Impreſſions of Fear, and Death, no perſon in his 
Circumſtances can be admitted a Witneſs, as is not only clcar from the 
foreſaid Statute, but from the Common Law. 


Is Majeſties Advocat anſwers, That it is an exception from that 
H Rule, both by the Common Law, and ours, that in the Crime of 
leſe Majeſtie, and eſpecially, that Branch thereof, which we call a -Con- 
ſpiracy, ſocins criminis may be a witnes, and which is introduced very rea- 
fonably by Lawyers, to ſecure the common intereſt of mankind, w hich is 
the chief of all Intereſts; and becauſe Cpnſpiracies cannot be otherwaycs 
proved, and. not to allow this manner of Probation, were to allow Trca- 
lon, ſince no man can proye a Plot, but he that isupon it, and how caiia 
man object againſt him as a Witneſs, whom himſelf cruſted with his Lite 
his Fortune, and their common Plot, nor is the intenting of the Lybel 
any ſtronger qualification, ſince every man that is ſocivs eriminis, is under 
the ſame impreſſion, and it wonld rather ſeem the greater and nearer 
apprehenſions a man has of death, he will be the more ſincere and jaith- 
ful; Nor has the Earlof Tarras, nor did he ever ſeek any ſecurity, in or- 
derto his deponing. And this has beenconſtantly, and latlie , conform 
to the Common Law, as may be ſeen in the hundreds of Cuations let down 
by Maſcard, de probationibus, vol. 4. concluſ] 1318, num 21, and the con- 
trary citations prove only , that regulariy ſacins crimints Cannot be a 
Witucs,

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Ir Patrick, Hume replyes , that the Statutes of Robert the firſt is oppo» 

ned, and non eft dytinguendum whi lex non diſtingait, and not only was 

he ſocins crimins, which is acknowledged, but he is incarceratus, and lying 

under an Indyrment of high Treaton, and has thrown himſelt on the Kiggs 

Mercy, and it 1s not proper he ſhould be a Witnels, ſeeing he is in the Kings 

Mercy, who may give him his life or not, and there was never a Pcrion mn 
theſe circumſtances, that ever was admitted a Witnels. 


R, Walter Pringle adds, That the Earl of Tarrs, is not only in the 
M caſe of a perion who ſtands Indyted for High-Trealon ; but mult 
be look*d upon, as a perion condemned for the faid Cryme, feeing he 
fully, and amply confelt the Cryme : & confeſſns habetur pro convitte and'never 
any Lawyer allerted, That daomatus criminis leſs Majeſtatis could be ad- 
micted as a Witnes, and there isnothing more clear, then that by the com- 
mon Law, andthe Law of all Nations, this Objection ought to be luſtained, 
for the Civil Law is clear, leg. 11. cod, de teftibus and Mathbexs in his title 
de probationibus, cap. de teſtibus, doth aſſert poſitivilie, that the Cryme of 
leſe Majeſtie, Herelie, and generally all thele Crymes que ſine ſociis won poſſunt 
facile admitti, are not excepted. Aud he aſlerts, that the Lawyers, vis, 
Gomeſiur, & Decianus , who are of another Opinion , do acknowledge, 
nominatum a reo damnandum non eſſe, and that they «contravert only, An 
nominatio rei fit indicium ſufficiens ad torquendum nominatum, 


S" George Lockhart Repeats, and oppons the Anſwet, and the Cryme 
lybelled, being a Conſpiration of Treaſon, which of it's own nature 
is manadged, and caryed on by Secrecie and Contrivance z and which is only 
known to the Complices of the Treaſon, and which cannot be commited 
fine ſociis, the Law of this Kingdom, and of all Nations, do allow ſocios cri- 
minis to be tefies habiles, and notonly are they admitted in the caſe of ſuch 
Conjurations, but generally in omnibus criminibus except, amongſt which the 
Crime of Perduellien, and leſe Majeſtie is the chief, and it is abſolutly im- 
poſſible, that Plots, and Con{pirations of Treaſon can be otherways proven, 
then per ſocio, and ſuch as are participes criminis, and which is the common 
opinion of all Lawyers, as may appear by Farin. 9zeft : 45, And the 
Authorities cited by him, and which is the inviolable practique of this 
Kingdom : and as to that pretence, that the Far! of Tarrs is under a Pro- 
ceſs of Treaſon, and has ſubmitced to His Majeſties mercy, and that con- 
fe(ſſas baberur pro convitto, it imports nothing, and infers no more then that 
he is ſocius eriminis, andis ſtill a habil witnes, as to Conjuration of Treaſon 
ſocius criminis boc ipſh, that it is acknowledged, or proven, being ſtill under 
the hazard of Procels, or condemnation, which Law regards not in regard 
of the ſecrecie involved ja the nature of the Crime, that either witncſles 
neque alu neque babity, can be preſent, ſothat the objection amounts to no 
leis then that Conjurations of Treaſon cannot at all be proven: And as 
tothe Law cited trom the M1jzjtie, it imports no more then that the Ob- 
jection regulariter procedit, in Crimes, which of their own nature are not 
perdifficils probationis, and are not inter crimina excepta ſuch as the Cryme of 
Conſpiracy and Treaſon ts. 


R. Wiliom Fletcher Oppons the Obje&ion, and Reply, and further 

adds, that albeit crime laſs Majeſtatis be reckoned inter crimins 
excepta, and ſo have ſome priviledge, as to the qualification of Wirtneſles, 
yet it cannot be denyed, but there are ſome Objections competent againft 
Witneſs adduced for_proving Conſpiracies, and Trealon, verbi cauſs, that 
a Wirtnes is a Capital Enemy, or that he is ſub poteſtate acraſatoris, and the 
Objection now pleaded, being taken complexlie , vis. That the Earl of

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Tarr.y 1s not only focivs criminis, but allo, that he 1s publico judicto regy, uP- 
on the ſame Crime, and that as means 10 procure His Majeities favour, 
he has ſubmitted himiclt, and come in His Mazcities mercy, by an acknow- 
ledgment of the Cryme, be.ore the Dyet of Cliation, he is obnoxious t9 
2a molt juſt Objecion, vis, That he is ſub potejtare, and by the tubmilſſion, 
and Confeſſion, his Life and Eltate is now in His Mujzjties hands, fo that 
he is not only in the caſe of @ yes confeſs, Dut in the Cale of a, Witnes 
who docs abiolutely depend upon His Muj:jties Advocate the Purlyer ; aid 
asa private accuſer, could not add:ce his own Servants to be W 1tneſles, 
becauſe they are #:;tes domeſftici, and depend upon him, to far lefs o:1ghta 
Witties to be adduced, who not only depends, as to his Effate, im: as to 
his Life, and the Law gives a very good realon, and which is mentioned 
by Panlw, hb, 1, receptarum ſcutentiarum , caf, 12- parag, wit, In thele 
words, de + confeſſur, non eſt audicudins ut teſtis, n2 alienam ſalutemy in daunbinns 
deducat qui de ſuz deſperavit; and as to the pretence that a Conjuration is 
a Cryme fo occult, that it muſt either be proven, by ſuch Witnclles, of 
otherways the guilty perſon will eſcape. - It is anſwered, that in this caſe, 
His Majeities Advocate bad an eafie remedie, jor he might . have puriued 
the Pannal, before he purſued the Witneſs, and the Terror aud Appre- 
heaſion of the event of a Proceſs for Treaſon cannot be conſtructed 
otherways, then to have influence ypon the Depo' tion. of the Witnes; 
and asto the Ciration out of  Farinacizs, It is only.1n the Caſe of, /arins.crie 
minis, but when he comesto treat de #efte accu/ato-vel carceruto9. Quejt. 6, 
articuls 4to. He layes, Regula ſitin accuſato quod « pendente accuſatione 2 teſti» 
monio repellitur.. and be the 24, Rule of the ſame! Ar icle, He layes, iris 
a principle god carceratus teftimonium ferre probbetur, and he gives this rea-

was in that Countrey, Depons, That it waz ſpoke then. that the beſt time 
for Argyle wasto land inthe Welt when there was a ſtur jn £g/244, or 
Scotland, or words to that purpoſe, Depons, That every one deſired 
another to ſpeak to ſuch particular perſons as they could truſt, by letting a 
word fall indiretly upon ſuppoſition, in caſe of the Riſing in England 
conceraing the Aﬀair for preparing of them: And that he was told by 
Philiphaugh thereafter, thatthere wasa Word and Signto beuſed among|t 
them, viz. the {iga was by looſing a Button on the Breaſt, and that the 
Word was Harmony. Depons, thePannal ſpoke to the Deponent ro ad- 
vertiſe Torwoodlie, that he might acquaint Mr. William Veitch a forfault 
Traitor, who wasin Northumberland, that he might keep himſelf clole, 
and be on his guard, leſt he ſhould be catch*d ; which was fince the Pan- 
nal was Priſoner in the Tolbooth of Edinburgh. And this is the truth, as

Cochran and Ferviſwood ſpeaking of it, but cannot be:politive which of the 
two ſaid ir, Depons, that at the Meeting he heard Ferviſmoed ſpeak, bur 
did not hear him oppoſe that Treaſonable * Propoſal, or contradict the 
Overture propoſed by Sir John Cochran. Depons, that Mr, Robert Mar- 
tin was ſent down from that Meeting which was at Ferviſmeeds Chamber, 
to Scotland, totry what the People of Scotland would do for their own 
ſafety : And that it was underſtood that the people of Scotland ſhould not 
Tiſe till there ſhould be a riſing in Erglend, and that the Commiſſion was 
granted to Mr. Robert Martin by all the perſons preſent, whereof Ferviſ- 
ood was one, and that there were preſent the Lord Melvill, Sir Foba Cochran, 
Ceſſnocks elder and younger, Mr. William Carjtares , Mr. William Veitch, 
Jermſwed, and the Deponentz and depons they did contribute Money for 
Mr. Martizs Journey. Depons, that at. his return he meeting with the 
Deponent, told him, that Matters were in that condition in Scotland, and 
thac the Countrey was in ſucha condition as little would kindle the Fire 
in order to the Rebellion, And thisis the truth, as he ſhall anſwer to

Ames Murray of Philiphaugh, aged 30. Years, married, purged and 
J {worn, produces {our Leaves of Depofitions, emitted by him before 
the Lords of the Secret Commitrie, and all Written and Subſcribed with 
his own hand, which being publickly read, in preſence of the Juſtices, and 
Aſlize, he adheres thereto, in all points, whereof the Tenot follows, Up- 
on the day of May, 1683, Upon a leiter from Mr. Pringle of Tor- 
wo-dlie, I Came to his houſe in the morning, and he preſently led me to 
a Chamber, where 1] found Mr Robert Arartin, who was lately come from 
Londox, with whom we ſtayed a little, and diſcourſed of the news, and 
about the preſent condition, and temper of Erg/and, and in particular of 
London, which Mr. Martix ſaid, was much irritated through fome attemps 
vpon their Priviledges, either as to the concern of the Sheriffs, or their 
Charter, but that all honeſt men were of good heart and very brisk, and 
after (ome general diſcourſes to this purpoſe, Torwoodlie, and I left him and 
walked out alittle, and he told me, he was expeCting the E, of Tarr pre- 
ſently,. for he had ſent to him; and Mr. Martin had a Letter to him from 
Ferviſwood, then he told me that there were great matters in agitation at 
London, and that Mr. Martin had come down with a Commiſſion from our 
friends there, ( I do not remember he named any ) but that I behoved not 
to expect, he would impart his Inſtruftions to me, for he was to commu- 
picat them only to Polwart and himſelf, ( at leaſt for theſe Shyres) and they 
were to pitch on ſuch as they thought fit to intruſt with the affair, whereupon 
he aſſured me, thar he had great confidence in me,and his kindneſs to'me ob- 
lidged him to ſend for me, to acquaint me that matters were pow come to 2 
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c&iſir,and that he had reaſon tothink England would ſhortly draw to Arms, 
and ſtand by them, till they were fatished anent the Bill of Excluſion, 
and whatother ſecurity they.could propoſe for the Proteſtant Religion, 
and their Liherties, and that it was no project of any inconſiderable par- 
by but a deſign through the Kingdom, and that many of the fineſt men, 
and of the greateſt intereſt and credit there, had adjuſted almoſt every 
thing neceſlar for the purpoſe, and had concerted matcers with our Friends 
there, in order to concurrence from this, and had agreed to advance 
Money for furniſhing Arms here, ( I do not remember he told me more 
particulars at this time ) but ſaid , Polwere would be at Gallow-ſhiels that 
night, and it would be neceſlar that the E. of Tarras and I ſhould confer 
with him fully, on the buſineſs, about this time the E. of Tarras lightcd, 
and Torwocdlie having left us for a little time, being gone to bring Mr. Mar- 
fin, the E. of Tarras asked me, what news, I told him of Mr. Afartins 
being there, but that he had given me no account of the defign of his 
down-coming, which perhaps he would acquaint him with, but by what I 
had heard from Torwoodlie, I underſtood it to be, to engadge us to riſe in 
Arms ſhortly, whereat the E. of Tarras hummed, and taid, he would look 
ere he leapt, ſuch aleap, or ſome ſuch expreſſions, preſently Mr, Martis 
came, and the E. of Tarras and he retired a little, after the reading An 
Letter, he gave him, the Contents whereof was ( as the E. of Tarras 
informed me) only an order from Ferviſwoed, to deliver ijome Money to 
the bearer, which he had left with him, and the E. of Tarras called for 
his Servant, and bad him bring up the Money ; in the mean time, Tor- 
$»odli: asked me, if I had acquainted the E, of Tarras with what he ſpok : 
to me, and 1 told him, I had let ſomething of it fall to him, bur it was not 
to be thought, that perſonsof ſenſe and quality would engadge in ſuch 
deſigns at random ; ſo Torwoodlie ſaid, that ( though Mr. Martin would 
not commune with us upon his Commiſſion directly ) yet he thought ic 
would be fit, we conferred, and without taking notice of his Commillion, 
diſcourſed of things upon ſuppolitions, and as our own privat notiorss 
abſtract from any proſpect of a preſent deſign, ſo after dinner, we four 
went to a Chamber, and a'ter ſome general diſcourſes, of thediſcontenrs 
of both Kingdoms, theſe ſuppoſitions following were diſcourſed ( and 
2s I remember) Mr. Marti» ſtarted them all, or the moſt part) vis. What 
if the countrey party in England ſhould have thoughts of going to Arms 
(whereof he knew nothing but only ſappoled ſach a thing, for diſcourſing 
a little freely, and to know ouy ſentiments, what we thought could beex- 
pected hrre in ſuch a caſe) would it not be expedient to have a ſettled 
Correſpondence berwixt that Party there and here, and might not mar- 
ters be ſo adjuſted, that hoth|Kingdoms ſhould draw out in one day, and 
might not as many he expeRed to undertake in theſe Shires, and abour 
Edinburgh, as would ſerve to farprize, and ſeize onr Rulers (1 do not re- 
member any-named, but the then Chancellour and Treaſurer ) and ſome 
to joyn with theſc on the Engliſh borders, to aſliſt them to ſurprize Berwick z 
and if for that effet, any Horſe, or Dragoons, that ſhould be in the 
bounds might not be ſurprized, that their Horſe and Arms might be got- 
ren to furniſh the Country neople, and Stirling Caſtle ; and if Argile ſhould 
at the ſame time Land'inti:c Weſt, and raiſe that Conntrey, would not 
theſe Meaſures contribute much to the advancement and ſecurity of the 
Intereſt of that Party here, ſince thereby the Government would be dif 
ordered, and ſuch ſteps would encourage all that had an inclinatiou to the 
Countrey Party, to draw to them frankly, and ſcar many of the other 
fideto att againſt them, and ſo they might have leafure to joyn from all 
places; and might it not be expetted, there would be as many in this 
Kingdom, as would be able to deal with the Forces here, at leaſt divert 
them from troubling England. This is the ſum, as 1Iremember , of whar 
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yas propoſed; and diſtourſt of, though 1 cannot diſtintly ſay, it was in 
this method, and expreſſion, nor was all moyed at once, but droped now 
and then, as the. Dilcourſe ſeem*d to give.rile toit ; and though 1 cannot 
fully Re count all that wss ſpoke on theſe Heads, and telldiſtinly, what 
ebis and that man faid; yer I remember thele following Anſwers were 
giving, and (as I judged) acquieſced to by the whole Company ; aud they 
were certainly the E. of Tarras, his ſentiments agd. mine, and every one- 
that ſpoke, uſed this or ſome ſuch Precaution, that if they were concerned, 
or to. give counſel inany ſuch caſe, (as they were not, &c.) 1. As to the 
ſettling a Correſpondence, it was confeſt to be very convenient for thole 
of acommon Interelt ; but the preſent circumſtances of Aﬀairs were ſuch 
(as we thought, } that none could be found here who was fir t9 mannage 
it, and would undertake it, 2. As to the tryſting at the ſame cime, is 
could not. be done without the deyulging the Deſign to all Ranks of peo- 
ple, which none would undertake, except theſe already in deſperat Cir- 
cumſtances, and they could not have generally much influence; 3. The 
thing was.nat at all adviſeable tor this Kingdom, ſince if any of Englands 
own meaſures miſcarried, they would not ſtur for any ſuch Truft ; and the 
ſpring of their. mocions being always at Londoy, there might happen an 
interruption near the appointment, whereot theſe here could;have no ti- 
mous notice, and ſo might keep Tryſt, whereby they would be expoſed a 
prey ; and if they ſhould ſubſiſt any time, or prevail ( which was hardly 
poſſible ) the multitude that muſt be imployed, are tainted with ſuch wild 
and unruly Principles, that if once they got the Sword in their Hands, 
they would never be brought to Ordec withour a greater force: to over+ 
awe them; neither would any expeCtation of Argites Landing, be a ju 
ground for ſuch a _ conſidering the uncertainty of Sea-Voyages; and 
if Argile were to be the Head, undoubtedly many people would conclude. 
that he were to be ſuſpected of private deſigns, and that reſtoring him, 
might lay him aſide: As alſo, that diſpair might blind his utual prudence, 
end prompt himto unſolid, and undigeſted Methods; and fo it was to be 
expected, that few of the Gentry ( except ſuch as he had jpecial influence 
on, or ſuch as were under hard Circumſtances) could embarque with him, 
4. As to the ſurpriſing Rulers, &c. It was inveigh'd againit, as an Ati» 
on not to be thought of amongſt Proteſtants ( eſpecially when the very. 
deſign of it was pretended, to ſecurethat Religion, which taught its Pro- 
feſlors to abhor and deteſt ſuch Principles as Popiſh, yea un-chriltian ) 
ſince it could not be effeCtuat without Blood-ſhed of people, ſecure in Peace, 
which may, 7» approven, Divines and Caſuiſts condemned as unlawful, 
and meer Aſſaſſination; it was not to be doubted, that as ſach a practice 
would caſt a blot upon the whole Afﬀair, and quite take off any pretcnce 
of Defenſive Arms, ſo it would ſcar many from joyning. Thele things 
were reaſoned again and again: But do not remember there was any for- 
mal Concluſion made, butthe Diſcourſe was let fall; and Mr. Martin told 
us, ifany of us had a mind for a ſuitof Armour, he could provide as many 
as we pleaſed, from one who had madea great many lately, to honeſt men 
at London, of a new faſhion, very light, and at an caſie Rate; ſo Torwoodlie 
and I gave him our meaſures, E. of 7 arras told he had aſuit already ; Then 
Torwoodlie ſaid to the E. of Tarras and me, we would reet Potwort at Gal- 
lowſheils, and deſired we might Commun with him, anent what we had 
been Diſcourſing, ſo we haſted away, that if poſſible, we might both ger 
home that Night, it being Saturnday, and we unfurniſhed, tor ſtaying a- 
broad, and Torwoodlie whiſpered me juſt as1 was mounting ( as1 think ) 
that he was not clear we ſhould commun before Gallowſhiels, for he was 
ſometimes too much Good-fellow, or the like; ſo the E. of Tarras and 1 
Rod away together, and upon the way we were both of Opinion, that the 
Suppoſitions we had diſcouried of, were in effect Propoſitions, and reſoly'd, 
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if they were inſiſted on by Polwort, as we ſuſpetted, we would adh-reto 
the former Anſwer , and would undertake nothing in thele methods ; 
When we came togGallowhheils, the Laird wasabroad, and Poalwore was not 
come, ſo we had thoughts ro go away, being borh damped with what had 
paſſed, and inclining tobe free of farder medling, buc the Lady would 
by no means hear of our going till her Husband came, who, ſhe aſſured 
us, was about the Doors, and ſhe having ſent rocall him, he would be ia 
preſently ; yet it was fo lateere he came, that the E, of Tarras cold hard- 
ly have day enough to go home with; ſo Galowſheils would nor let him 
go, and he would not ſtay, unleſs I ſtay'd, ſo we both ſtayed, and not 
being reſolv'd to Diſcourſe with Gallwheils on what pallſed, we we it 
tothe Tavern, on pretence I might call the Baillie, and ſeek Horkes or 
Lime, and ſray*d there till Polwore came (which ſeemed unknown to Gal- 
lowhheils ) then we returned to Gallowſfherls Houle, and atier Supper Polwart 
whiſpered the E. of Tarras and me, and enquircd it we had ſeen Mr, 
HMartm ; 2nd we having told him we had, he enquired, if we were free 
to commun on the Aﬀair before Gellowſheils, we told, as hethouzhe hr, 
for we could truſt him 3 Then he whilpered Galonſbeils, ard ( as Tunder- 
ſtood afterwards ) asked if he was free ro commune on matters of great 
Secrecy and importance with that Company, to which he aſſenred, then 
we fat down cloſs together, and as | remember, Polwort began the Dil- 
courſe; But ſince I am not able to follow exactly the method of our Con- 
ference, or keep the very expreſſionsuſed, or repeat all that was ſpoke, or 
to tell diftiatly what was every mans part of the Diſcourſe; I ſha!l ſer 
down the Heads, and moſt remarkable Paſlages thereof, that I remember 
in ſome Articles following; 1. Polwort ſignified that he was credibly in- 
formed ( but I do not remember he named his Informer) that the Coun- 
trey party in England would draw to the Fields ſhortly, as he heard before 
Lambaſ;, wherewith Gallowſheils ſeem?d viſibly ſurprized; and bzing ask- 
ed, if his Heart failPd him already, he faid he did love ir better truly ro 
be walking in his own Parks in Peace, and quiet, than to be medling ia 
ſuch matters; however he aſſured rhe Company, that if there came any- 
troubleſome world, he would joyn with them firmly ; and the E. of Tar- 
ras ſaid, he wondred to hear of any ſuch Reſolution in Exgla4d, for he 
cook it for a Principle amongſt that Party there, that they ſhould make no 
ſtir in the Kings Life ( whichthe whole Company owned to be their O- 
Pinion and dere ) becauſe that might ſtrengthen the Dukes intereſt ; and 
he ſuſpected it was the project of the Common-wealths men, with whom 
he believed, few S:ors Gentlemen would joyn ; and he was almolt per- 
ſwaded the D. of M»rmonuth would not concur in any riling during the 
Kin2s Life, To which it was anſwered by Plworr, that - he had indeed 
hcacd that principle had been generally agreed to, bur ic ſeemd they 
found, they bchoved cither to do their buſineſs nov, or lay aſide hopes of 
doing ithereafter, which mighr, be, that if the Charter 0: Londou were 
let fall, they would not only loſe all fate opporrunity of digeſting Mat- 
ters; but a great part of thcic ſtrength, and he heard all things were con- 
certed mutually, betwixt Mum-uths Friends and the Heads of the Com- 
monwealth Party; and tho he heard Monmouth was ſhy on that account, 
_ was hop*'d he would engage, for otherways he would be defertzd 
y that Party. 2. Polwort told us the ſuppolitions above-written as over- 
turcs concerted betwixt our friends at Loxdon, and the principal men of 
that Party there; ſoche E of T err: and | renewed our former anſivers 
alſo above-written, and maintained them with all our vigour, wherein 
Gallowhheils joyned forwardly with us; and Polwort allerted , we went on 
very goo1 grounds, and he was fully of our opinion, if things were entire 
but referr*d it tobe conlidered, whether it were better co comply with 
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r:391/7, thento diſappoint the buſineſs totally, which-might be of the' beſt 
conſ{<quence to all the Party, yet we did not condeſcend as I remember to 
undertake any of theſe merhods, And there was a further argument ad- 
duced againſt the tryſting above-written, ix, That it was talked there 
was a day zppointed in England latly in Shaftsberyy”s time, which did not 
hold, ſo they were not to be relyed upon, 3. It way propoſedto' be con- 
ſidered what methods were moſt proper in the Companies opinon for Scot- 
land to follow incaſeof Englands riling, whereanent it was fatd, that all 
that,co:i1d be expetted or deſired from Scotland, was, that upon the cer- 
tain News of Engleyds being in the Field<, thoſe in' the Southern Shires 
who would own that Party , ſhoufd-prefencly riſe, and ( how ſoon they 
could get as many conyen*d as would be able to deal with [tragiing Parties, 
or any ſudden riſing in the Conntrey') march to juyn chem, and that ir 
would be fir theſe in the Northern Shires of England waited near the 
Borders for ſuch, and'that they had Officers tryſted there to command, 
and that then it would be ſcaſonable for Argile to land in the Weſt, and 
"theſe Parties on the; Borders might divert the Forces rill he had time to 
put himſelf in a pbſture. Theſe things'ſeem?d to be the ſentiments of 
the whole Company, but were not finally determined till the opinion of 
others who were to be communed with- by Folwore were known : And it 
was repreſented, there behoved notto be any wilful 'and obſtinate adhe- 
ring to our own thoughts of things, (but an mutual condeſcendance to 0+ 
thers concerned,) otherwife it were not poſlible to bring a publick Deſiga 
to any good ifſte. 4. All the Company ſeem*'d to agree, that they ſhould 
undertake nothing or move in that Afﬀair, till they had a full and certain 
accouit what England propoſed, what methods they reſolved to follow 
There, who. were to be their Heads, and that if they deſign'd any atcempt 
on the Kings Perſon, or overturning Monarchy, they would not be for- 
ward or clear to joyn: And it being here inſinuated, that the moſt they 
could do ( at leaft for which there could be any plauſible pretence to juſtt- 
fie) was to draw together, and without any att of Hoſtility, ſend Ad- 
dreſſes to His Majeſty for redreſs of the preſent abuſes of the Government, 
and for obtaining ſtſficient fecurity againſt the hazard they apprehended 
to their Religion and Liberties. It was ſaid by Polwert that he was apt 
to think, that wastheir very deſign, for he had ſeacd it was generally be» 
lieved by that Party in Englazd, that if once they were in a Body, the 
King would be prevailed with to quite the Duke, to be tryed for Po- 
pery, correſpondence with France, and acceſſion to the Popiſh Plor, and 
then if the King were once free from the influence of the Dukes Counſels, 
they were confident he might be moved to reform their Abuſes, and ſe- 
cure their Religion and Liberties for the future to their contentment, 
5. It was reſolved, that till we got the forefaid account from Exgland.and 
were ſatisfied thereanent, and knew others here ( who were to becom- 
muned with ) their Sentiements of what methods werc moſt proper for us, 
in caſe we ſhould undertake, we ſhould not meddle further; only it was 
left to the Earl of Tarrss and me, if wethought fit to acquaint Sir /il;am 
Scot younger with ſome of the matter of this Conference overly, without 
. taking notice of our Informers , or ſuch an Conference ; and it was re- 
commended to all to be enquiring ( at ſuch «a; they had ſome truſt in ) in- 
direQtly about the affeftion of our Neigbours, and what Arms there was 
amongſt them}, that if we ſhould getan ſatisfying account, and reſclveto 
Jjoyn, we might know where to feek Men and Arms ſuddenly : here it was 
faid by Potwort, as I think, that-if the E. of Tarras, Torwoodlie, Gallow- 
hheils, and I once took Horte, he thought the moſt part of the Weſt «nd 
_ of Tiviotdale and Selkirk, Shire would ſoon come to us, eſpecially, when 
"they heard Expland was rifen, thenwetryſted to meet there againſt Mi4- 
. ſummer Fair, betwixtund which the forſaid account was expected, but in 
Cal 
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caſe it came to any of our hands 'ſooner, we promited to advertiſe therelt, 
thar we might meet, preſently, if the caſe required ; this is the ſublitance 
and ſum of what palled at the forſaid conference, that 1 can now remem- 
ber; but I remember, 1 was likewite told theſe following particulars zu 
privat, by Polwart, or Torwoodlie, ( which of them, I cannot diitinci]y 
tell) the day of the forſaid conference, or within a ſhort time atter. 
1. That Polware keeped the correſpondence with our fricads at London, 1 
remember not poſitively of any of them that was named, to be on the en- 
trigue there, except my Lord Meloil, Sir Fohn Co: bran, Ferviſwood, and 
Commilſlar Monro ( for I hardly knewany ot the reſt) and asI think, Com- 
miſſar Aſoxro was calld his correſpondent there. 2, That the Money to be 
advanced by the Exgliſh partie to Scotland was ready , when. Mr. Martiz 
came from Loxdon, and it was expected, that within few days after, ir 
would be diſpatched with ſome confident to Holland, ( whither by Bills, or in 
Caſh, I cannot fay) it was calPd ten thouſand pound Sterlin; and was to 
be imployed (as was told ) by that confident, at Argyles fight, tor buy- 
ing Arms, providing Ships to tranſport them with Argyle, to the Welt 
here, and ſuch other Charges. 3. That how ſoonour triends at Louder 
got notice of the ſafe arrival, of the confident. forſaid , and all other 
things were finally concluded there (which was expetted would be a- 
bout the middle of axe, as remember) they would come home, 'and as 
they -paſled, would give them, or one of them, an particular account ot 
all reſolutions taken to be communicat to the reſt, that it was not to be 
expected by Letters, that behoved ro be under figures, and dark expreſſions, 
and as I remember, they were, written as it were about the Carelins bul- 
neſs, or ſome houlhold Furniture, as I was told, for | never remember 
TI ſaw any Letter, either diret to London, or ſent fromit on that head. 
4. I was told there was a Sign, and a Word agreed on by that Party, to 
that men might know with whom they might uſe freedom, the Word, as [ 
remember was Harmony, and the Sign, the opening two Buttons in. the 
breaſt coat and ſhutting them preſently; this I communicat to the Earl of 
Tarras, but does not mjnd I ever faw it uſed, except when I viſited Park- 
Hay here in Town, about the end of Fxxe z we diſcourſing a little freely, 
he asked if I had the -Word and Sign of the Ceroline men ,- and I having 
given them, he ſaid ſomething tothis purpoſe, that he was afraid that the 
Carolixa buſineſs did not go well, for there had been ſome of the Managers 
expected here ( as 1 think he named Ferviſwood or Commillar Morro) theſe 
eight days paſt, but there was none come, nor could he learn that any of 
their Friends had heard from them for ſeveral Poſts. Polwart, Torwood- 
lie, and 1 met at Galawſpeils, on Midſummer Fair, but I mind nothing 
paſſed but private whiſperings.

R. William Carſftares being Examined upon Oath, conform to the 
Condeſcention given in by.him , and on the Terms therein-men=- 

tioned ; Depons, That about November, or December 16382. James 
Stuart, Brother to the Laird of Cwltneſs, wrot a Letter to him from Hol 
land, importing, That if any conſiderable ſam of Money could be pro- 
curd from England , that ſomething of importance might be done in 
Scotland: The which Letter, the Deponent had an inclination to inform 
Shepherd in Abb-Church-lane, Merchant in Londox of; but before he could 
do it, he wrot to Mr. Stuart above-nam*d to know from him, it he might 
do it; and Mr. Stwart having conſented, he communicat the ſaid Letter 
to Mr, Shepherd, who told the Deponent that he would communicat the 
Contents of it to ſome perſons in Exg/snd; but did at that time name 
no hody, as the Deponent thinks : Sometime thereafter, Mr. Sheph:rd told 
the Deponent, that he had communicat the Contents of the Letter aboye- 
named, to Colonel S:4ney, and that Colonel Danvers was preſent , and 
told the Deponent, that Colonel Sidzey was averſe from imploying the late 
Earl of Argile, or medling with him, judging him a man too much affect. 
ed tothe Royal Family, and inclin'd to the preſent Church-Government 
yet Mr. Shepherd being put upon it by the Deponent, ſtill urg?d, that one 
might be ſent to the Earl of Argile ; but as Mr, Shepherd told him, he was 
ſulpefted upon the account of his rrging ſo much ; yet afterwards he 
preſs'd, without theDeponents knowledge, that the Deponent being to go 
to Holland however, might have ſome Commiſſion to the Earl of Argile, 
which he having inform'd the Deponent of, the Deponent told him, that 
he himſelf would not be concern'd, but if they would. ſend another, he 
would introduce him; but nothing of this was done : upon which the 
Deponent went over, without any Commiſſion from any body, to Holland, 
never meeting with Fames Stuart above-named : He was introduc'd tothe 
Farl of Argile, with whom he had never before converſed, and did there 
diſcourſe what had paſt betwixt Mr. Shepherd and him ; and particularly, 
about remitting of Money to the ſaid Earl from Exgland; of which the 
ſaid Mr. Stzart had written to the Deponent, namely of 30000 pounds 
Sterling ; and of the raiſing of x000 Horſe andD ragoons; and the ſecu- 
ring the Caſtle of Edinburgh, as a matter of the greateſt importance; 
The method of doing this was propoſed by the Deponent, tobe one hour, 
or thereby, after the relieving of the Guards: Butthe Earl did not reliſh 
this Propoſition, as dangerous ; and that the Caſtles would fall of conſe. 
quence, after the Work abroad was done. Famer Stuart was of the De- 
ponents Opinion for ſeizing the Caſtle, becauſe it would ſecure Edinburgh , 
the Magazines and Arms; Astothe 1000 Horſe and Dragoons, my Lord 
Argile was of Opinion, that. without them nothing was to be done , and 
that if that number were rais'd in Exg/and to the ſaid Earl, he would come 
Ito Scotland with them ; and that there being ſo few Horſe and Dras 
oons tomeet them, he judg?d he might get the Country without trouble, 
Fades ſuch aſtanding Body for their Friends to Rendezvous to; and the 
ſaid Earl faid he could ſhow theDeponent the conventient places for Lan- 
ding, if he underſtood ; andas the Deponent remembers, where the Ships 
could attend, The Deponent remembers not the names of the FR_ 
The 
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The Deponent ſpoke to the Lord Stairs; but cannot be poſitive that he 
nam?*d the Aﬀair to him, bet found him ſhy : but the Earl of Argile told 
him, he thought Sezirs might be gain'd to them; And that the Ear! of Lomw- 
down being a man of good Reaton, and dilobl:iged, would have g: ext infly- 
ence upon th» Countrey, and recommended the Deponent to Major H lms 
with whom the Deponent had ſome acquaintance betore, and had brought 
over a Letter from him tothe Farl of Argyle ; but the Deponen: had not 
then communicate any thing to th? ſaid Holms, James Stenart laid down a 
way of correſpondence by Cyphers and falſe Names, and ſent them over to 
Hotms, ' and the Deponent, for their uſe ( which Cypicrs and Names, are 
now in the hands of His Majeſties Oſhcers, as the Deponent ſuppotts, ) and 
did defire the Deponent earneſtly to propoſe the 300-0, pound Sterling a- 
bovenamed to the party in England, and Cid not propoſe any lels; for 
as the Earl told the Deponent, he had particularly calculate the Expence 
or Arms, Ammunition, &c. But Fames Stewart (aid, thar if ſome lets 
cuald bz had, the Earl would content himſelf, if better might not be , bur 
the Earl always ſaid, that there was nothing to be done without the body of 
Horſe and Dragoons above-mentioned. During the time of the Deponent 
his abole in Holand, tho he had ſeveral Letters trom Shepard, yet there 
was no fatisatory account,till ſome time after the Deponent parted from the 
Earl of Arpgyle,and was making for a Ship at Rotterdam to tran{port himſclt ro 
England, Fames Stewart wrot to him that there was hopes of rhe Money, 
The next day after the Deponent came to Ergland, he met with Sir Jobs 
Cochran, who, with Commillar Monro, and Ferviſwood, was at London be- 
fore he came over ; and depons, that he knows not the account of their 
coming, more then for the perfeCting the TranſaQion about Caroline : and 
having acquainted Sir Fobu Cochrax with the Earls demands of the 30000 
pound Ster/ig and the x000, Horle and Dragoons, Sir obs carried him

Lord Melvil, and the two Ceſſnocks were againſt medling with the Eng!iþ, 
becauſe they judged them men that would talk, ard would not do, bur were 
more inclined to do ſometliiag by themſelves, if it could be done, The 
Lord Melvil thought every thing hazardous, and therefore the Deponent 
cannot ſay he was poſitive in any thing, but was molt inclined to heve the 
Duke of Monmoxth to head them in Scot/aud, of which no particular me- 
thod was laid down. Ferviſwood,, the Deponent, and Mr. Veitch, were 
for taking Money at one of theſe Meetings. It was reſolved, that Mr. 
Martin, late Clerk to the Juſtice Court ſhould be ſent to Scotland, todeſirg 
their Friends to hinder the Countrey from Riſing, or taking raſh Reſolu- 
tions upon the account of the Council, till they ſhould ſee. how matters 
went in England. The faid Martin did go atthe Charges of the Gentle- 
men of the Meeting, and was directed to the Laird of Polwart and Tor- 
woodlie, who ſent back word that it would not be found fo caſie a matter 
to get the Gentrie of Scotland to concur : But afterwards in a Letter to 
Commiſlar Moxro, Polwart wrote that the Countrey was readier to concur 
then they had imagined, or ſomething to that purpoſe. The Deponen 
as above-ſaid, having brought over a Key from Hollend, to ſerve himſel 
and Major Holms : he remembers not that ever he had an axatt Copy of 
it, but that ſometimes the one, ſometimes the other keeped it, and 1o it 
chanced to be in his cuſtody whena Letter from the Earl of Argyle came

Veitch, who as the Deponent, was informed, was to give.it and the Letter 
to Mr, Fergaſen, and he to ſhew it tothe Duke of Monmouth ;, but what was 
done in ir, the Deponent knows not. The Deponent heard the Deſign 
of Killing the King and Duke, from Mr, Shepard, who told the Deponent 
ſome were full upon -it, The Deponent heard that Aron Smith was ſent 
by thoſe in Exgland to call Sir Fehn Cochran, on the account of Carolinz, 
but that he does not know Aron Smith, nor any more of that matter, not 
deing concerned it it. Shepard named young Hamden trequently as con- 
cerned in theſe Matters. |

R. William Carſtares being again Examined, adheres to his former 
M Depoſition, inall the parts of it, and Depones he knows of no 
Correſpondence betwixt Scotland and Englaxd, except by Martin before 
named ; for thoſe Gentlemen to whom he was ſent, were left to follow 
their own Methods. Veitch ſometimes, as the Deponent remembers, ſtayed 
ſometimes an Nico/ſon, Stabler*s Houſe, at London-wall; ſometimes with one 
Widow Hardcaſtle in More-fields, The Deponent did Communicate the 
Deſign on foot to RoCtor Oxen, Mr. Griffil, and Mr. Meed, at Stepney, 
who all concurred inthe promoting of it, and were delirous it ſhould take

—=—= Deponent ſaith, That Ferguſow told him on, or about the Moneth 
of April laſt, that an Inſurretion was intended both: in England and 
in Scotland, and that for the ſettling that Aﬀair betwixt the two Nations, 
Mr. Baillie, Mr, Monro, Sir Fobn Cochran, Sir Hugh and Sir George Campbels, 
with ſome others ( whoſe names this Deponent heard not ) were come 

to London. f 
That the Deponent had ſome acquaintance with Mr, Baillie, Mr. Monro. 
and Sir Fob Cochran, and none at all with Sir Hugh and Sir George Campbrls ;, 
that Mr. Bailie told the Deponent , that the Earl of Argile demanded 
Thirty Thouſand Pounds of the Englih to capacitat him to begin the bu- 
ſineſs effectually in Scotlaud, and that he (the ſaid Baile likewiſe told the 
Deponent, that having concerted things with the Lord Kaſſel and others,

Ou have now a Conſpiracy againſt His M-jeſties Sacred Perſon, and 

Royal Government, ſo fully diſcover*d, that they muſt want Rea- 
ſon as well as Loyalty, who do not believe the Diſcovery ; and rhey muſt 
he enemies to ſincerity, as well as to the King, who do not acknowledge

you have a Diſcovery made here trom the Late E. of Argiles own Letters, 
and the Confeſſion of his own mitlaries, the two ſureſt proots that Law 
ever invented, or the narure of Humane Afﬀairs can allow ; and I am this 
day to add to all this, a new Sert of Proofs in the Proceſs that I now Icad 
againſt this Pannal, from the Confeſſions of Noblemen and Gentlemen,

The Acceſſion charged on the Pannal, is not an accidental eſcape, nor 
is it proved by Witneſſes, who can be luſpected of unkindnes to his Per- 
ſon, or his Canlſe, for it is a long tract of a continued defizn, gone abour 
with the greateſt delib-ration and cencern imaginable, and proved by his 
neaxeſt Relations , aad perſons ſo deeply engadged in that Cauſe, ( for 
which he Suffers,) that they were content with him to venture their Lives

Murder, and fo familiar was he with him, that Bozrn depons, that the ſaid

The 
learn*d Judges of England being all met together 4 expreſly find, that 
one Wi1rnes proving, that A. B. ſaid, that he was ;,oing to buy a Knife to 
kill the King, and another depoſing, that he ſaw him buy a Knife, with- 
out telling for what, that theſe two Witncfles were conteltes, and prov*d 
ſuſficiently the Cryme of Treaſon, yet therethe one Witnes, proy*d only 
a remote Deſign, and the other an At, which was indifferent of it's own 
nature, and became only T reaſonable by the Connexion; But no Wit- 
neſſes ever Depoſed upon things fo coherent, and fo connected together, 
as theſe do, forthey depoſe {till upon the ſame perſon, carrying on the

I have adduced Mr, William Carſtares Chicf Conſpirator, and who choos'd 
rather to ſuffer violent Torture, than to diſcloſe it, he likewiſe Depoſes 
upon all theſe ſteps, and connetts them together, and this his Depolition 
is twice reiteratcd, upon Oath, after much premeditation. And 1 like- 

wiſe adduce two Depoſitions taken upon Oath , by Sir Leolin Fenkins , 
who was impower*d by the Law of England, and at the command of the 


King, and the Council of Exgland, upona Letter from His Majefties Offi- 


cers of State here, In which Depoſition, Shepard, one of the Witnelles, 
depoſes, that Baillie came frequently to him, and deſired him to advance 
the Money, and lamented the delays, and that there was lo little to be ad- 
vanced; and who ſhould be better believed then one who was his own 
Truſtie, anda Perſon who was able to advance 1o great a Sum ; Bowrn, 
another uf the Witneſſes, Depoſes, that Ferguſon told him, that the Pan- 
nal ſpoke frequently to him concerning the ſame Money, and that he fat up 
ſeveral nights with Ferguſon upon the ſaid Conſpiracy 3 and who ſhould be 
bettcr believed then Fergwſons confident, and one who was ſo far truſted 


in the whole affair, that he was ro take away that Sacred Life, which Hea-. 


ven has preſery*d by ſe many Miracles, 


Azainſt theſe three Depoſitions, you have heard it objected, that xay 
teſtimonia ſed teſtes probant, eſpecially by our Law, in which, by an expreſs 
Act of Parliament, no Probation isto be led, but in preſence ofthe Aſſiſe 
and Pannal. To which it is anſwered, that theſe Depoſitions are not meer 
Teſtimonies 3 for I call a Teſtimony, a voluntar Declaration, emitted 
without an Oath, and a Judge z but thele Depoſitions are taken under the 
awe of an Oath, and by the direCtion of a Judge, 2, Shepard was con» 
fronted with the- Pannal himſeif, and he had nothing to ſay againſt him ; 
whereas the great thing that canbe objected againſt Teltimonics (and by 
our Statute eſpecially ) 1s that if the Party who emits the ar

been confronted with the Pannal; the impreſſion of ſeeing a perſon that 
was to diz, by his Depoſition, would have made him afraid to Depoſe 


laxly ; and the Pannal likewile might, by propoſing Interrogators and 
Queſtions, have cleared himſelf, and fſarish'd the Judges in_ many things 


,Depos'd againſt him : Bur fo it is that Mr. Shepard having been confron- 


ted with the Pannal, before the King Himſelf, who is as 1ar above other 
Judges, in His Reaſon and Juſtice, as He is in His Power and Authority ; 
He Depoſes that the Pannal was the chief Manaager of this Conſpiracy, 
next to Argile, and that he was ſo pallionateto have this Money to buy Arms, 
that he lamented the delaysz and can it be imagined that Mr. Shepard 
whom he truſted with his Life and his Fourtune, and whom all their Party 
truſted with their Caſh, would have Depos'd any thing againſt him that was 
not true, eſpecially when he knew that what he was to Depole, was to take 
away his Life and his Fortune; or that if the Pannal had been innocent, 
he would not when he was confronted with Mr. Shepard, before the King 
Himſelf, have roar*d againſt Mr, Shepard, it he had not been conſcious to 
hisown Guile, There isa ſurpriſe in innocence, which makes the innocent 
exclaim, and it inſpires men with a courage, which enables them to con- 
found thoſe who Depole falſly againſt them ; an4 in what occaſion could 
either of theſe have appear*'d, more than in this, wherein this Gentleman 
was Charg*d to have Conl(pir'd with the greateſt of Raſcals, againit the 
beſt of Princes ; and"that too in preſence of the Prince himſelf, againſt 
whom he had Conſpir*d ; but Guile ſtupikes indeed, andit did never more 
than in this Gentleryans Caſe, whoſe ſilence was a more convincing Witnels 
than Mr. Shepard could be. Mr. Carſtarts likewiſe knew when he was to 
Depone, that his Depoſition was to be uſed againſt Ferviſaod, and he ſtood 
more in aweof his love to his Friend, than of the fear of the Torture, 
and hazarded rather to die for Ferviſwoed, than that Ferviſwood ſhould die 
by him : How can it then be imagin'd, that if thisman had ſeen Ferviſwood 
in his Tryal, it would have altered his Depoſition, or that this kindneſs, 
which we all admir'd in him would have fuatter*d him to forget any thing 
in his Depoſition, which might have been advantageous in the leaſt to his 
Friend : And they underſtand ill this hight of Friendſhip, who think that 
it wonld not have been more nice and careful, than any Advocate could 
have been : and if Carſteres had forgot at one time, would he not have 
ſapplyed ic at another ; bur eſpecially at this laſt time, when he knew his 
Friend was already brought upon his Tryal: and that this renew*d Teſti- 
mony was yet a further confirmation of what was ſaid againſt him; and 
albeir the Kings Servants were forced to engage, that Carfteres himſelf 
ſhonld not be made uſe of as a Witneſs againſt Ferviſwood ; yet Ithink this 
kind ſcrapnlofity in Carſtares for Ferviſivood, ſhould convince you more than 
twenty ſuſpect, nay thaneven indifferent Witneſſes, nor can it be imagined, 
that the one of theſe Witneſſes 3 would not have been as much afraid of 
God, and his Oath at London, as at Edinburgh ;, and the other in the Council 
Chamber in the Forenoon, as in the Jultice-Court in the Afternoon. 


3. The Statute founded on,. does not diſcharge the producing of Telti- 
monies otherwys than after the Jury is-incloſ&d ; for then indeed they 
might be dangerous , becauſe the party could not object againſt them : 
Bur ſince the Statute only diſtharges to produce Writ, or Witnelles, after 
the Jury is inclog?d; it ſeems clearly to inſinuat, thatthey ought to prove 
when they are produc? in preſence of the Party himſelf, as now they are. 
And though the Civil Law did not allow theur Judges to believe Teſti 
monies, becauſe they were confin*d to: obſerve ſtrict Law z yet it does not 
from that tollow, that our Juries; whom the Law allows to be a Law to 
themſelves, and ro be confin'd by no Rule, but their Conſcience, may not 


truſt _intirely co the D-poſitions of Witneſſes, though not taken before 
Q themſelves.

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themſelves, when they know that the Witneſſes; by wliom, and the Judges; 
before whom theſe Depoſitions were emited, are perſons beyond all ſulpi- 
tion, as in our ca't, Burt yet for all this, I produce theſe Teſtimonies, as 
Adminicles here only to connect the Depoſitions of the preſeat Wirneſles, 
and not ro be equivalent to Witnefles in this legal Proceſs; albeit, as ro, 
the conviction of mankind, they are ſtronger than. any ordinary Witnel- 
les. 


When you, my Lords' and Gentlenien; .remember that it is not the re- 
venge of a privat party, that accuſes in this caſe; and that even in privat 
Crimes, ſach as Forgery, or the murder of Children, &c. many Juries here 
have proceeded upon 'meer preſumptions, and that, even Sol»-20u himichk, 
founded his illuſtrious Decifion, approv'd by God Almighty, uponthe pre- 
ſumd aſiercion of a mother z I hope ye wiil think two Friends Depoſing, 
as preſent Witneſſes, adminiculated and connected by the Depoſitions of 
others, though abſent”; ſhould beget in you an intire beltef;cſpecially agaiuſt 
a Pannal, who has been always knowntoincline this way, and who, though 
he was Yeſired inthe. Tolbooth to vindicate himſelt from thoſe Crimes, 
would not ſay any thing in his own defence, and thongh he offers to clear 
himſelf of his acceſſion to the Kingsmurder, yet ſayes nothing toclear him- 
ſelf from the Conſpiracy entered into with the late Earl of Argile, for 
invading his Native Countrey; which is all that I here Charge upon him, 
and which he inclines to Juſtife, as a neceſlary mean for redreſling Grie- 
vaiices ; I muſt therefore remember you , that an Inqueſt of very worthy 
Gentlemen did find RKathillet guilty, tho there was'but one Witneſs led a- 
gainſt him, becauſe when he was put ro it, he. did not deny his acceſlion : 
And two Rogucs were found guilty in the late Circuit at G/aſcow, for having 
murdered a Gentleman of the Guard, though no man ſaw them kill him , 
bur the murderers having been purſued, they run to the place out of which 
the Pannals then accuſed were taken, none having ſeen the face of the Run- 
aweys; andthe Pannals being accus'd: and preſs'd to deny the acceſſion, 
ſhun'd to diſown the Guilt, but deſired it might be proved againſt them. 
This may convince you that there are Proofs which are ſtronger then 
Witneſſes , and ! am ſure that there were never more proving Witneſſes 
then in this caic, nor w.re the Depoſitions of Witneſles ever more ſtrongly 
adw iniculate1, Remem»cr the danger likewiſe of emboldening Conſpiracies 
againſt t}- Kings Sacred Life, and of encouraging a Civil War, wherein 
your ſelves and your Poſterity may. bleed, by making the leaſt difficulty to 
find a 'man Gvilty by the ſtrongeſt Proofs that eyer were adduced in ſo latent 
a Crime as a Cenfſntracyis. And Ido juſtly conclude, that whoever denys 
thzt 'a Conſpiracy can be thus prov?d, does let all the World ſee that he 
inclines that Conipiracies ſhould be encouraged and allow'd, Our Age 
is ſo far from needing ſach Enconragements, that on the other hand in 
this, as in all other Crimes, becauſe the Guilt grows frequent and dan- 
gerous, the Probation ſhould therefore be made the more eaſie, tho in this 
Caſe the King needs as little deſire your Favour, as fear your Juſtice. And 
[ have inſiſted ſo much upon this Probation, rather to convince the World 
of the Conſpiracy, than you that this Conſpirator is Guilty, 


Hereafter the Lords Ordained the Aſlize to incloſe, and return their 
Verdict to morrow by Nine a Clock in the morning,

In purſuance of which Sentence, His Majefties Heraulds, and Purſevants, 
with their Coats diſplay*d ( after ſound of Trumpets, ) Did publickly, 
in ſace of the Court (conform to the cuſtom, in the Sentences of Treaſon ) 
in His Majefties Name and Authority, Cancel, Tear aud Deſtroy the ſaid 
Mr. Robert Baillie his Arms, threw them 1a his Face, trampPd themunder 
footz And ordain'd his Arms to be expunged out of the Books of Heraul- 
dry, his Poſterity to be ignoble, and never to injoy Honour and Dignity 
in time coming : And thereafter went to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, 
and ſolemnly Tore and Cancelled the ſaid Mr. Robert Baillie his Arms, and 
affixed the ſamine on the ſaid Mercat-Croſs Reverſed, with this Inſcription ; 
The Arms of Mr. Robert Baillie /ate of Jerviſwood Traitor.
